BOOTS AND SHOES. 


Conscious Clover Blossoms. 


The subterranean clover has been 


driven by its numerous enemies to take 
refuge at last in a very remarkable and 
almost unique mode of protecting its off- 
spring. This particular kind of clover 
affects smooth and close cropped hill- 
sides, where the sheep nibble down the 
grass and other herbage almost as fast as 
it springs tip again. 


Now, clover spoda resemble their allies 


of the pea and bean tribes in being ex- 
ceedingly rich in starch and other valu- 
able foodstuffs. 
Hence they are much 


sought after by the inquiring sheep, 
which eat them off wherever found as 
exceptionally nutritious and dainty mor- 
sela 
Under these circumstances the 


subterranean clover has learnt to pro- 
duce small heads of bloom, pressed close 
to the ground, in which only the outer 
flowers are perfect and fertile, while the 
inner ones are transformed into tiny, 
wriggling corkscrews. 


As soon as the fertile flowers have be- 


gun to set their seed, by the kind aid of 
the bees, the whole stem bends down- 
ward, automatically, of its own accord; 
the little corkscrews then worm their 
way into the turf beneath, and the pods 
ripen and mature in thq actual soil it- 
self, where no prying ewe can poke an 
inquisitive nose to grub them up and de- 
vour them. 


Cases like this point in certain ways to 


the absolute high water mark of vegeta- 
ble ingenuity; they go nearest of all In 
the plant world to the similitude of con- 
scious animal intelligence.—Minneapolis 
Tribune. 


Tried to Eat Forty-eight Bananas. 
A banana eating contest was the prin- 


cipal attraction. A young fellow em- 
ployed in the freight depot undertook to 
eat four dozen bananas, one after an- 
other, upon a wager amounting to the 
price of the fruit. He succeeded in 
stowing away fifteen without much diffi- 
culty, and although he did not appear to 
be desperately hungry after that, he 
persevered until the twenty-third ba- 
nana had disappeared down his throat. 
At this point ho retired from the contest 
as gracefully as circumstances would 
permit, and after paying the bills for 
the gastronomic exhibition and the ba- 
nanas which the audience had disposed 
of, departed a wiser if not a sadder man.

THE NEW UNITKD 3TATES COURT. 


The Snpteme Court of the United States 


lias for years been crowded with appeal 
oases to such an extent, that a decision id 
not reached in any case, unless advanced 
on the calendar, inside of two cr three 
years. To relieve this pressure on the 
highest judicial tribunal of the country, 
Congress passed au act to oroate a Circuit 
Court of Appeals in each of the nine judi- 
cial circuits into which the United States ia 
divi iod. Each court is to consist oE three 


ooo of whom is to be a Justice of 
, 


the Supreme Court, another, tha Circuit 
Judge, and tbo third a new jiulge to be ap- 
pointed by the Pre.-ident, with the advioa 
and consent of the Senato. 


Tbe first term of this court ig to begin 


to-dny, but to give the President and the 
Senate opportunity to select nine new 
judges, one for eaau district, the «ct pro- 
vides that the Justice of tha Judicial Dis- 
trict and the Circuit or District Judge may 
organize the court, aud be competent to 
Bit as judges of the new court. In accord- 
ance with this provision, Justice Field of 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
und District JuJge Deudy of Oregon, yes- 
torday orgiuuzid tbo now court in San 
Franoisco, and prescribed rules for its 
guidance, but probably will not aot on any 
case until the new judge is appointed and 
confirmed. 


The act abolishes appeals from District 


Courts to Circuit Courts and provides tbat 
appeals or writs of error may be taken 
from tha District Courts direct to the Su- 
preme Court in cases where the jurisdiction 
of the court is tin issue, or of conviction of 
a cnpitiil or othtr iufumoas crime, and 
where the construction or duplication of 
the Constitution of tho United Stutes IB 
iuvolved, but in all other cases the Circuit 
Court of: Appeals shall have appellate ju- 
risdiction and its judgments and dtciocs 
shall bo final.

ing. 
The dwelling bouse for the resident 


physician is nlso in a very dilapidated con- 
dition, but the Board has given instruc- 
tions to muke alt necessary repairs. 


The Asylum has its own electric light 


plant, and the entire place is beautifully 
lighted.

flourishing condition, and the gardener ex- 
peels to be able to supply the Asylum with 
all necessary vegetables for a year.

It would have been well if tha Uw re- 


quuiug tbe exatniLOlion of opplicntts for 
admission to the Asylum bad not been 
amended. 
The first law provided that tbe 


certificate should ba signed by tha Judge, 
two doctors and a County Clerk. . The 
amendment makes the signature of one 
physician and the Ck-rk sufficient, and as 
the only available doctor in some localities 
is a horse doctor, ibis permits an immense 
unloading of indigent inebriates and imbe- 
cile old people who should bo the caro of 
their children or Iheir own county—at 
K 'ist the refuge for raving maniacs ia not 
the place for thorn, and the next Legisla- 
ture should make the admittance more dif 
ficult. With this assistance from the Leg- 
ialatr.rn, the Board, with tbe able co-opera 
tion of Dr. Thoma and his coips of attend 
anta, will make the Asylum all that can be 
desired.—Virginia City Enterprise.

Long before America was trodden by 
other feet than theirs the various hot 
springs had been frequented by the In- 
dians for the cure of their ills and ails, 
anil it is they who have often taught tia 
the whereabouts of these Bethesdas, and 
there are few more interesting sights to- 
day than one of these hot springs, where 
the steaming stream gushes from the 
mountain side, where the sick and the 
lame are brought on litters and go away 
dancing. It seems, in the case of the 
natural outflow of hot water from none 
knew what sources, as if old Mother 
Earth herself knew what was best foi 
her children, and cooked at her central 
fires a life giving brp.th which pnts to 
shame that broth with which Medea 
would have made the old young again. 


Those who make use of such waters 


get to fancy that beyond the mere ther- 
mal benefit there is a telluric or mag- 
netic or planetary force in them which 
makes them of double efficacy, but for 
our own part, heated though these 
waters be at fires born of the sun's own 
sacred fire, we doubt if the firstborn of 
man's ingenuity, kindled by the spark 
struck from his own brain, is not equal- 
ly potent, and if the water that is boiled 
at home bo not of quite as much worth 
to the ordinary individual as that of 
these upgnshing superheated springs, 
and in the meantime we are sure that 
the household is the healthiest and saf- 
est, as well as the cleanest and sweetest, 
where there is always on hand a full 
supply of hot water; although far be it 
from us to advocate anything tending 
toward a support of domestic differences 
and contentions in the shape of "hot 
water."—Harper's Bazar.

Moltko and Bismarck. 


The memory of their joint past cer- 


tainly ought to have brought Bismarck 
to the bier of Mpltke, apart altogether 
from personal fee'ling. Of that, in the 
sense of friendship, there was not much 
between the two men. Often their re- 
lations were very much strained, and 
there was a period at Versailles when 
they were not on speaking terms, and 
communicated by letter. The king and 
Moltke habitually thought together. 
Bismarck often differed from them, and 
when he put down his foot he was the 
master man. 
Wilhelm and his general 


were set on entering Vienna after Konig- 
gratz, but Bismarck overruled them, 
and concluded the convention of Nikols- 
burg. 


They were keen to go to war with 


France then, because of her officious in- 
terposition and heated threats; indeed, 
the order went to Boon to mobilize 
850,000 fresh troops. 
"One at a time,' 


was Bismarck's fiat, and he prevailed. 
Again in 1867 he overrode the joint ea- 
gerness of monarch and general to have 
it out with France. 
When it was neces- 


sary, as on the night of Sedan, when 
poor Wimpfen was the toad under the 
haiTow which the pair dragged back 
ward and forward, Moltke and Bis 
marck joined 
hands.

nor forgave Wilhelm's
